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DISAPPEARANCE OF THE EDUCATED MAN. 



Despite a ctîrtain amount of Americanization. Canadian 
miivevsitios ryo still distinctive in m.iny ways. :ind the adverse 
^ritidsm levelled at higher educational institutions in the States 
-^"^^qt always apply to .similar institutions on our side of the 
bo^^^There is a difference, too. between the Canadian and 
tlve 'American public, but the similarity between' the two peo- 
ples is strong enough vo make John Jay Chapman's remarks on 
the disappoavam-e of the. educated man in America worthy of 
our corsidora; ion 

Writing in \^anity Fair, Mr. Chapman traces a change in 
American .scholarly ipia-lities in the last, fifty year* He claims 
that there. has come a breakdown in American education both in 
family life and at ihe univer.^ities. 

"Civilization," he says, "has, in all ages, produced a type of 
man who kno\vs a little somethin.ç about everything that is 
j^oing on in the world, and has a bowing acquaintance with what 
^as been said and thought in the past. One takes for granted 
the exislent-e of such men in every counti-y. Sometimes we think 
.■of , .sucli me as the. ""leisure class", though they are often the 
iijmrdest working men in tlie community; sometimes as the out- 
•conie of v.c'.j'.iih, though ihey have often sprung up abundantly 
in count ritj.s like Scotland where toil was universal and the boun- 
ijtiet; of Nutuvfe seemed to be'Javished solely upon the intellect of 
îman;. Wiiy such men come to exist is a problem; but one may ob- 
;'isei've that they only ai-ise in lands where every care is given to 
.fhciearliesi years of a child's education and where the higher edu- 
cation i.'^ sedulously cultivated by a class of professional scholars 
;and thinkers." 

"In Europe," he says, "there has existed ever since monkish 
■times, a scattered body of scholars — every small town could 
-show one oi- two of them — who flavoured the life of the era. 
They read, they wrote, they talked, they corresponded on cur- 
rent' affairs. This undergrowth of scholarly education sustains 
Europe today in spite c>f ihe shocks given it by the Great War. 
In the United .States, where the quiet, learned and thoughtful 
elements of society ha^•e never struck roots that were so deep, 
the change .■^incf the War has been more startling than it was in 
Europe. To t he outward eye we are a nation of uniiluminateci per- 
sons, and our fountains of education are pou;-ing forth men 
who iiave the mental outlook, the manners and the ambitions of 
mercantile .self-.^pekers.'" 

For that last .statement at Jeafst there is some .iu.sl)fication. 
the old ideal.s of education i are being supplanted, to too great 
.a degree \vp believe, by the idea of the money-making value of 
,j]earning. Tiic nuesiion nowadays is too often, what will best 
Jit our young men foi- practical success in life? "Leaj-niiig" 
th-2 w r:s of Mr. Chapman, "must bow to success."
